1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

a. Hydrophobic monomer (a), 

b. HydrophiUc monomer (b), 

c. Mononier having aldehyde or ketone group (c) 

d. Polymerizable Surfacatnt (e) 

e. Polyhydrazide crosshnking agent 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect a single ultimate disclosed specie 
for each of the above genera for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted 
if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Where specific species are not identified in 
the claims applicant should elect a specific specie from the specification. An alternative method 
of election is to identify an Example which collectively exemplifies the elected species. 
Currently, claims 1, 49 and 58 are generic. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.
